forreine invaſions; and domeſtique ſeditions, unlefſle rheirs who through 
inceſtie inſurre&Rions, or publique Rebellions have juſtly forfeited the 
ſame, ſuch as this Impoſtor and his Confederates are, or have been. 

And that contrary to this Impoſtors contumelions ſuggeſtion, juſtice is 
not d d by the will and pleaſure of che ſtrongeſt 5 bur other Laws 

place as well 25 rhaſe of the Sword, which all the ſubordinate Juſti-

with Hypocriſy,having his conſcience ſeared with an hor Tron, giveth heed 
ro ſeducing Spirirs,and rhe Doftrine of Devils?

And therefore it bchooveth William Alles to canfider in his own con- 
ſrience, in what a fad and deſperate condition he anderh through his 
Diabolical murderous intention, whereby he cannot oncly eſcape the cer- 
ram doom of Gods vengeance, bur alſo incurre the Capital cenſure of his 
Vicegerent;z which to avoid, I will not adviſe tim as he did his Highneſs,. 
though ir may be ſuppoſed,rthat ro eſcape a ſhamelul death like Brutus and 
Caſſus,he will periſh on his own Sword, or rather with Judss frighted 
with the terror of conſcience will be his own Hangman, or elſe with his 
renowned Sindercombe ſwallow a Spaniſh Figge to ſhun the Triple Tree ; 
but why ſhould he be ſuppoſed to beſo Valianr, whoſe valour, like Therſi- 
ves, conſiſterh onely in braving, railing, and encouraging others to fight, 
aud aſſault one he dares not himſelf encounter z and what man of com- 
mon ſence will give car and credit to his exhortations, by which he would 
cite others to A that horrid Homicide he himſelf feareth ro attempe ? 
Howlſoever this Impoſtor may aſſure himſclf, that his Highnejs hath his 
heart and conſcience ſo armed, and fortified with Religious fortitude, and 
Pious conſtancy, rhat no Scuril or popular conceirs can. deterre him from 
leying faſt hold on his Scepter.

thing by it reſolved for the publique good: A pregnant Example, of which 
we lately had in the proceedings of the late Precedent Parliament, which 
as his Highneſs faich, wholy ſpent their rime, and did nothing. ' And in 
ſuch caſes of extremity where there is no courſe of prevention otherwiſe 
provided by Parliament , Expedit principi omnium diſſentionum canſai in re- 
pub, dirimere; it appertainerh ro the Prince to prevent all cauſes; of diſfſen- 
rion in the Commonwealth, for he is the ſupreame Conſervator Facis 3 and 
by the advice of his Council may bar, and fruftrarte rhe EleGion of thoſe

Liberties did ſubvert the'preſent Copy. which being de; be tiwa 2 
that Liberty himſelf. ' And fo indeed his Highneſs was made a Leader for

Ariſtotle faith , by ir” rhe nobles and richare defended from rhe injury 
of the mutrirude , and the people are protefed from rhe oppreffions cf 
rhe Nobles and Rich : So as there is no greater Liberry rhen in Monar- 
chy, by which che Tyrannicat vices are expunged and expelled ; and rhe 
Nobleſs are according to their vicrues worthily preferred and defended, 
and the People according to their deferrs advanced.” And this 'is his 
Highneſscaſes far different fromthar' of Panetis, Pyfiſtrarys and Dionyſing, 
whom Ariſtotle produceth as examples of Tyranny.

And indeed,as he faith, His Arms were Pos Arms; and conquered moſt 
by thuſe of the Church, Prayers and Tears; for his Prayers and Tears pre- 
vailed more with God , then his Arms and Force with Men; and thar ts 
he alfo faith, Godlinefs barh bin great gain co him, for which rhe Lord hath 
honoured him with a Temporal principality , as in all probability he will 
with his Heavenly Kingdom. Thus are (this Impoftors proponents 
agaivſt his /geſpiouly inverced r& his honor,who nor onelyas he /iþ#-

greater. And therefore Theodoſins , after the furious Nlaughrer 
Theſſalonians , ordained- that Sentences ot Princes ſhould be deferred for 
thirty dayes from execution : yet Ariſtotle ſaith in ancther place, A 
2 virrve in a Valiant man}, and ſpurs him on to d3 

injicit ira, and by conſequence in a General and Prince; And therefore as 
Solomon ſaith, We ought nor to provoke a King to anger, becauſe the anger 
of a King is like the roaring ofa Lyon. 

And therefore as this Impoſtor faith , ſeein 
cholerick, and will call men Rogues, and go to Cafe ler him beware he falls 
not into his Highneſs clurches , leaſt he handle him like a Rogue; and ſerve

And whereas he ſaith thatthis half good is too great a fer ion for 
his wr and more then his temper will bear 3 Ir is oncly his ſaying, as if 
his Ipſe dixit like the Pope his Holy Fathers Sznrence were definirive, and 
to be reſted in; though the contrary be humbly acknowledged by the 
Parliamenr, which -is of more authoriry then his finxzit or the Popes © 
ixit. 

In concluſion he ſuppoſeth , That if his Highneſs be not a Tyrant, then 
there is no deſcription of a Tyrant. And becauſe he hath pur an if roic, he 
hath invited me toſhew hi : that ſome have affirmed,there are no Tyrants 

tn Titulo, and others no Tyrants in Exercitio , and divers no Tyrants at all;

Others to prove there are no Tyrants inExercitio,produce the example of 
Nebuchadnezzar , whoſe cruelty and Tyranny im Sacred Writ is general- 
ly expreſſed, bur in eſpecial for erefing his golden Image, and command- 
ing that they who reſuſed to worſhip ir, ſhould be caſt into a fiery Fur- 
nace, by which he would have enforced and compelled rhe conſciences of

be hept wit Tyrants,nor no Religion of Oath tobe obſerved, beAlluſe 3s Seneca 
ſaith, that whatſoever was of Mutual Ob ligationbetween us, his deſtroying the. 
Lawes of Humane Society bath diſſolved; but I wonder much that he 
who ſeemes ſo well verſed in Grotias, ſhould not obſerve.that he utrerly 
rejeerh that cpinion of Seneca, and alſo of Cicero's,which in that Place he 
alſo citeth , Nulla nobis Societas cum Tyrannis ; ſed ſun.ma potius diſtratito,, 
T hat no Saciery is to be had by us , bur -rather exrream diftrattion. - For: 
ſaith he, Tyrants have had Society with the people , aud by campatts and: 
agreerents with them, eſtabliſhed rheir power, by granting them Liberty: 
And which is more tote admired , the Impcſtor ſcemeth to countenance 
the Error of Michael Epheſus, which as Grotivs ſaith, proceeded from:thar 
Fountain, That Adultery is not committed with a Tyrants Wife, and hit 
it with-a Jeer, if ſhe have no other guard for ber chaſtity, but age. and defermi-

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xy : But he will finde,that if his Wik-kone'nct the Jaagd for her chafticy of 
age and deformity , a Tyrant may with tefſe offence, and danger commir

In the nexr mx he —_ another argument of the ſame nature; 
that a Tyrant making himielf above all Law, and defending his injuſtice by 
Rrength which no power of Magiſtrates is able to oppoſe , becomes above all 
et her pumifhments , above all other Juſtice , then that he receives from the 
Rtroah of ſome generous hand, And bythe Law of Nature, where no. he oth 
is to be had, every one may be bis own Magiſtrate, and do juftice for bum elf : 
which he learned of his Maſter Suarez , who giveth che ſame reaſon for 
the lawfulneſs of every;privare mans authoriry in ſuch a caſe. . Quia, fairh 
he, per Naturalem Legem Dew dedit anicuique poteſtatem defendendi ſe. Bce- 
cauſe God by the Law of Nature, hath giveu power to every man to de- 
fend himfelf , where no remedy is ro be had againſt him from cheir Sape- 
rior. x 
But herein is this Impoſtor carched in his own ginne, by falling from his 
firſt principte,which was that it is Lawful for every private perſon to kill V- 
ſurpers or Tyrants in Tituloz, but not ſupream. Magiſtrates who degenerate 
into Tyrants, and be Tyrants in exercitio; whereas by this reaſon every pri- 
vate perſon may as well kill the one as the other; for a Tyrant in exercitio 
is afo above Law , and defendeth his injuſtice by a ſtrengch which no 
power of inferiour Magiſtrates is able to oppoſe; and by his ſucceſſive Ticle 
becomes more potent and irreſiſtible in his As of Injuſtice z for no Injn- 
ſtice can be had againſt him alſofor his Compulſory,Contriburions, Loanes;

He doth not ſpeak of injuſtice done byMagiſtrates 
in their place of Juſiice to private perſons,but cf injuries and wronges that 
happen between private gyro hich appeareth by his ſubſequeuc diſtin - 
ions 3 for Juſtice ſaich he , doth ceaſe momentan+, for the preſent mo- 
ment, where Juſtice cannor be executed without certain danger and dam- 
mage : In which ſence that of this Impoſtor is to be taken, that the Law 
of God permitteth every man to kill a thief, if he take him- breaking open 
his Houſe in the night, becauſe he cannot bring him to Juſtice without cer- 
rain peril or lofle ; Or elſe ſaith Grotius, Juſtice doth ceaſe continue, conti- 
nually z which is either by Right, as in Wildernefles and Iflands, where 
there is no City and Government ; or by Fa& if the Subje&s, will not 
hearken to the Judge, as Pirates, Robbers, Moſſe-troopers, or ſuchnoro- 
rious Malefattors, who are no part of a City, but conremn ,Government 3 
Gretins 1.

or themſelves; no, not between themſelves, unleſſe in the cauſes above 
mencioned 3 and therefore. q fortiori not againit a Magiſtrate,as this lmpo- 
ſtor conceiveth ; which opinion both Molzn and Grorime utterly reje, 
And in that he faith, That it contrary to the Law of nature, that when the 
Law can have no place, men ſhall be forbidden 19 repel force by foxce : but to 
be left without all defence and remedy againſt injury: God he not the Slave 
without a Remedy againſt the cruel Maſter, and perminted every man to kill a 
Thief breaking upon bis Houſe'in the night, becauſe it may be ſuppoſed he could

To diſtinguiſh berween publike and private things, Sacred and Profanc ; 
for private perſons, upuu any prerence of [njuſtice, may not he rheir own 
Judges, and. make reſiſtance againſt the publike Magiſtrate, or the Su- 
preame power, for they are publike and. Sacred perſons, Sanctified by the 
Ordinance of God : Yea, though they be unjuſt and wicked, yet is chere 
power and Authority the Ordinance of Gcd ; and therefore Chriſt rold 
Pilate, that the power he had-was given him from above 3 and as Fehoſa- 
phat ſaid ro his Rulers, They execute nor the Judgement of man, bur of the 

d 


Lord. 

The ſame anſwer may be returned to that he ſaith,What can be more ab- 
ſard in nature, and contrary to all common ſence ro call him Thief, and 
kill him rhar comes alone, or with a few co rob me, or to call him Prote- 
for, and cbty him who robs me with Regiments and Troopes,as if torove 
with two or three Ships were to be a Pirate, bur with fifty an Admiral; as 
if the number of Adherents onely, not the the cauſe, did make the diffe- 
rence between a Robber and a Prote&oy : Bur it is not the number of Ad- 
herents purs the difference berween them, but the cauſe; for the Prote- * 
#or as the publike and Supreame Magiſtrate, by the Advice of his Coun- 
cel,cr Parliament,for rhe good of the publike may impoſe Aſleſſements and 
Taxes on the people whom as Gods Vice-gerent, we are all obli- 
ged to obey : bur the others in contempt of publike Authority, as private 
perſons Robbe,Pillage,and Plunder their Brothers and Neighbours : Other- 
wiſe the Pirates anſwer to Alexander had been pertinent, who being de- 
manded of him by what Right they did infeſt the Sea, and ſpoil Paſſengers; 
ſaid, by the ſame Right that he wich many did Robbe the whole World. 
Whereas the Legal and publike Authority of rhe one did make the diffe- 
rence of Right and Robbery berween them. And as concerning the con- 
ſent of the people to Taxes, either made expreſlely by themſelves, or vir- 
rually in Parliamenrt,ſatisfattion therein hath before abundantly been given. 
And if this Impoſtor will have orher Remedy and ſatisfaction , ler him 
hearken to Grotizs, who willfurther Inſtru& him, and tell him that Ma- 
giſtrates Judge privare men 3 Princes Magiſtrates, and God Princes, of 
whom he hath a peculiar care,who will vindicare their offences,ii he Judge

-niſhment or Trial ofthe people; or elſe as others ſay, they may be queſtio- 
ned of the Supe ior- Magiſtrates, by the Supreame Law of the peoples 
ſafety. And every private mans defence; as he would have it is altogether in 
this cauſe reſtrained by rhe Law of God and may, fince Magiltrates and 
(publike Courrs of Juſtice have been conſticuted. 

Theſe are his reaſons ; in which he faith, He ſhould be much lefle confi- 
deur, unlefle they were ſeconded by che Examples that are left us by the 
greateſt and moſt Virtuous, and the opinions of the greateſt avd Wiſeſt

riry is the weakeſt : And efpecially his which are cither wreſted , or for 
the moſt part miſconſtrued. - Bur-co examine them in order; in the frone 
he placerh Grorizs as his chiefeſt Champion, whom he miſtakerh and d1(- 
membreth as he did hefore. For Grotis, faith he, faith, Tharan Uſurper 
that onely by force poſſeſſerh himſelf of Government, and ty force onely 
keeps ir, is yer in the Stare of Warre with every man z and therefore every 
thing is Lawful againſt him, is Lawfulagainſt an open Enemy, whom. eve- 
ry private ran hath Righr to kill. . 

Whereas Grotinss ſaith, If by an unjuſt Warre any one by force ſwarcherh 
unto himſelf che Empire, and no agreement and confent followerh, nor 
longe Poſſeſſion, bur by force retaineth it, the Law of Warre ſeemes to 
remain ; and that what is Law/ul againſt an Enemy, is Lawful againſt him, 
who by Right may be killed of every private man ; and omirreth the Limi- 
rarious ( to wit ) an unjuſt Warre, conſent of the people, and poſletiion, 
as nor conducent to his defign, becauſe rhey joinrly concurrte to the eſta- 
bliſhment of his Highneſs juſt Tirlez for as hath before been declared, his 
gm may lay clame to this Government by rhe juſt Tirle of Warre,and 
alſo by the conſent vf the peoplez the onely quettion may be, is concer- 
ning the poſſeſſion, which as I conceive, is rightly derermined by Learned 
Maſter Afbkam. Thar place, faith he,"is Judged ro be in full poſſeſſion, 
when ir is ſo held, that another power as great as that that holds ir, cannoc 
approach ir withour great danger 3 or rhart there is no probable hope to re- 
cover it,which is ſufficient ſaich he,to challenge our obedience; & which as 
Grotis ſaith, Every private man ought to follow,as our Saviour Chriſt did; 
who though he was the King of Kings, yet becanſe he had underraken rhe 
condition of a private perſon,did willingly payTribute roCeſer,beczuſe rhe 
monies bore his image and Superſcripcion, thar is, becauſc he was in poſicſ- 
ſion of the Empire. 

All his orher Authorities were deduced from the Laws and practiſes of 
thoſe Citiſens, who lived and Rvled in meer Commonwealths, ro whom 
the Government of one was alwayes odious: And as Ariftotle &f xA«ge 
pavacs xrlrer ror 'oixeup, people areevil Judges in their ownaf- 
faires; and asthis Impoſtor, wholike the Devil ſometimes ſpeaks rrurirs 
it is contrary to the Laws of God and nature, that men who are partial to 
themſelves ſhould be their own Judges : And therefore Xenophon, Solon, 
Plato, and Cicero are nor comperent Judges in this caſe, becauſe ir con» 
cerned the continuauce of rheir own State and dignity. And though m 
therCommonwealrh rhey ere&ed ſtarues in their Temples roTyrannicides, 
and Deified thoſe private perſons who murthered Tyrants ; yet in Monar- 
chica! Governments, none ſuch eſcaped Capital cenſure, whoſe Examples 
becauſe they are "divulged in moſt Hiſtories, 1: willinply ſuperſede,” =_

And this Impoftor iaſtaaceth but im one, whicky in+ his judgement ſeems 
inftar oomnium , though indeed lirtle ad Rhomburn 2 to wit the laughter of 
Ceſar , which bis Pater Patria Cicero extols as an a# moſt generous, and 
worthy of eternal memorie. Bur Tacitus, more rruly,cum occiſus fait Ceſar, 
aliis turpiſſimen , aliis pulcherrimum facinus videretur +: when Ceſar was 
_ , it ſcemed' ro ſome a fowl , tro others a moſt glorious

For aſwe confider that according to the hadgement of rhe (ager ſort , ir 
will a a barbarous murder and obnoxious to the ſtate of Rome as 
then ic ſtood, and. that by the judgemenr of Tacitus himſeli; Quiz, faith he, 
Nullum aliud diſcordants Patrie remedium fuis. Becauſe there was no 
other remedy to cure and unite that diſcordant Nation, then by the Go- 
vernment of one. And for that reaſon as #/wtarch relareth , was Czſar p 
created P s Didator, by the Senare and People, hoping thereby ſgith ſar 
he, 4b inteſtinis Diſcordiis reſpirare, To breath and reſt from their Inerſtine* * 
Diſcords, fo as in the regard of the necellicy and utility ( which as they 
were the cauſe of our conſociation,ſo are they of our preſervation .)Ceſar's 
acceprance of che Empire was a/neceſſary and a commodious AR : which

whereof Cicero was one. Neither could the Senate plead any cxcuſe'for 
Ceſar's murder,whom they themſelves acknowledged Supreme: Bur con- 
demned iras an horrid-parricide. - Onely the prevaricator Cicero who ( as 
this In:poſtor (airh) if he was not conſcious of that deſign, yer he affe&ted 
the honour to be rhoughr (o, as appeareth. by his Philippick. and inveRive 
Orations,for which he juſtly paid the mulr ot his head which forged them, 
8nd his hands which preſled them, and were both faſtned-ro the &oftrum 
wherin he made them : which may be the Impoſtors penalty in the end for 
his prevaricarive and invettive pamphlet, and that jure , who is as faithleſs 
and calumnious as the other: Inſomuch as if Ceſar was an Invador, as this 
Impoſtor conceiveth : yet was he rightly fixed and {eiled in rhe Majeſty 
of the Empire by the Decree of the Senate, and conſent of the people; who 
were ſo enraged at his death thar they unanimouſly flocked ro the houſes 
of rhe Parricides to puniſh and rear rhemin pieces. 

Bur I will conclude this Queſtion with the derermination of Tholoſamus; 
Exempla Tyrannicidarum,ſaith he, non hic ſunt ſequenda, The Examples of 
Tyraunicides are not here to be followed, which happened in a free Com- 
monwealth which had no King, nor did not ſubje& themſelves to him, or 
thar thoſe things whichywere done raſhly be meaſured by the ſucceſs : 
which this Impoſtor ſcems ro acknowledge in thar, he ſaith, That riow he 
will conclude with authorities are much wore authentick, and Examples we 
may much more ſafely imitate,as if it were not very ſafe ro imitate the former. 
And now Ventum eft ad triarios, He is driven to his laſt refuge : The ranks 
of his many _ battails are broken, and his humane arguments routed and 
forced to his laſt reſerve , and to bring up his criaries and divine authorities 
into the field , on which he chietly relics; bur rhey like a ſtaff oi reed will 
fail him, and rhough primo impetu, art the firſt diſpute they ſeem more then 
men, yer at the ſecond they will prove Minus Feminarum , Weaker then 
Women, and ſoon overcome: Bur toenconnter them in the ſame order 
they are ranked. The firſt is drawn from the Law of God , which decreerh 
cejtain death to that man that doth not hearken, as be ſaith, or ſubmit himſelf 
to the Fudge, or the Deciſion of Fuſtice, and thence inferreth, that neither 
that, nor any other Law i in force, if there were no way to put it in execution, 
and againſt a Tyrant proceſſe, « nd citation have no place , neither have any 
formal remedies againſt bim ; and therefore includes that every man may 
kill him. Bur he rowls the ſame ſtone he did be.ore, and the ſame an-

true. Bur to fay, they are commendable and gencrally awful, and ro be 
crawn into Example as a General precepr by every one ,- is more incer:ain 
then a Paradox , and abſonant from the harmony of rhe Scripruresz 
and are no more ſet down for our imitarion - then Febu's ſlaughter of Fc- 
ram, Which was done by the expreſle Oracleand Revelation of God : For 
otherwiſe every private perſon may by that Example ſlay his true Prince, 
fuch as Foram, and Ahaziah were, if-they degenerate inro Tyrants, 
which this Impoſtor himſclf ſaich, none of ſober fene will averre.

rinus,, A civil Warre is worſe then an unlawful Dominion 3 which Cicero, 
who could beſt judge of the beſt Srace of a Commonwealth, in his Epiſtle 
to Pomponizs Atticus , in the time of the civil Warres wricing of ep : AC- 
knowledged,Ego autem uſque co enercatis. ſumgut malim wwrvecarfightt quam 
cum-optima ſpe dimicare ; Bur I, ſaith he,am {o out of heart apd caſt down 
that I had rather live vnder a Tyrant, then fight with the beſt of hopes. 
And therefore after the civil Warres were enged , and the Empire placed 
*b 3. Ann, Of Augaſtts , the people wiſely, as Tacitus writes, n9vis,1ebi4 autti thta, of 
preſentia quam vetera (7 pericu'oſa mallent ;. being augwenced ang advan- 
ced by their new Government,did deſice rather thoſe EG rimes which 
were lafe, then thoſe preterice which were dangerous, This needs 0 ap- 

plication co the condition of. our Srate: Res ipſa loquitur. pond 

Golden Grove. Beſides it is obſcrved , that accardiag to the French Proverb, Un mat 
1.3.C.1. traine un aut?2r,onc evil draws on anotherzand commonly that one Tyrants 
head being cuc off, three more may ariſc in their roome 3,10 the people of 
Rome by the avoiding the Scilla of one. Tyrant,to wit Si/la fel headlong in- 
ro the Charybdzs of many Tyrants, which more perplexed them. To which 
" bs purpoſe Va'eriws Maximm reporteth a pretty Story ofa certain old Woman, 
54-5 who, when the Syracuſians did fervently defire the end and expiration 
of Dionyſiu5 the Tyrant, did poure forth hec Prayers for his healch; and be- 
ing demanded ef the Tyrant ( wondring at her undcſerved reverence to 
him ) for what.good turn ſhe did ſo : anſwered, that ſhe beinga Maid,and 
living under a grievous Trans defgred ro be rid of him, who being ſlaiy,a 
more cr..<1 Tyrant poſl che Caſtle , and that ſhe alſo wiſhed a period 
ro his Dcminion, which alſo was effeed, and that then a more vutragious 
Tyrant ſucceeded him : And therefore faith ſhe, {caring that you beiag ta- 
ken ph Aa worſe mighc poſſeſle your place , ſhe did devore her Prayers, 
for his ſafety : A grave though a Foemivine anſwer, which deſcrves to be 


placed among the famous Aporhegmes; for iris generally obſerved, which 

alſo is verified in theducceſlion of the firſt Roman Emperor , that the latter 
commonly is worſe rhen rhe former. /

pon himſe elf. Not long'aſter Viteſ;us rook upon him the Empire, who, 
was nothing elſc but drunkenefſe and glurcrony,and ofat che reft died maſt 
ſhamefully and miſerably; A#tas parentur pejar avis, and (eldome cones a 
berrer. Onely Veſpaſian, fairh Tacitus, in melius mutatus erat 4 - was Chan- 
ged into the berter. I could Load you with Examples of this nature, 
bur my Inrenrion is not to be tedious aud burthenf,me- ; Bur ler us per- 
pend what this Impoſtor faith to ic ; It 3s phrenſy, ſauh he,and; ridiculous 
policy, to ſuffer a certain miſery for a contingent one:, and let the gijeaſe ji 
us becauſe there is danger by cure , and ne Boriare mori , and not to de- 
fre a change, when we are certain we cannos be worſe :  Cujus contrarium ve- 
rum eftz% in this caſe the contrary is true; for we (uſſer nor a certain miſery;

this young Prince being moved at che. perſerution of che Chriſtians, did 
twice raiſe Armes againſt his Lord and Father : Ar the firſt he was taken 
captive and taniſhed, and at the ſecond he was put to death on Eaſter 
day. So Nebuchadnezzar beinga Tyrant and Perſecuror of the Zews, wha 
were then Gods people ,. yet becunte Zedebiab rebelled againſt him, who 


was then his Soveraign, was he put to flight, and he and his Sons taken 
Priſoners, who were ſlain before his eyes, and himſclf bound in chaines, 
caſt into Priſon, and both his eyes. par our , where he remained till the 
day of death.

Ando ir is alſo related of Clandixs , that before he had gotren'the 
Empire,he was aſſured it by Caſſiws,Cherea,and Lapys,who ſlew Caligula, 
yer after he had poſſeſſed it, he cauſed them to be puniſhed with dearh, 
Becauſe though Caligula for his cruelty deſerved to be cur off, yer ought it 
not to have been done by Cheres his Tribune to whom the of the 
Prince was committed : for can a Prince expe that he will be fairth- 
ful ro him,was perfidious to another? :

To which purpoſe Nicepborws reported of Conftantius,that when he had 
conquered Zadochius who rebelled againſt him, and pur him to flighr, and 
forced him to repair to his familiar Friend Eudiciws for refuge , who had 
received many benefits from him, yet in the night ungrarefully cur off his 

head, and in all haſte carried it ro Conftantizs,who gave him thanks for ir, 
bur would not permit him to remain with him , neither did he think the 
company ofa perfidious Friend to be good matter or example ro himſelf, 
or army : Inſomuch as if Proditors ſomerimes eſcape capital puniſhment, 
yer can they never avoid capiral hatred, ; 

By ſuch Patrerns and Examples as theſe, which his Highnefſe Gentlemen 
and Servants hare learned in their Academy ( for whar is his Court bur 
alittle Univerſiry? fo ſtudious are they of any erudition) are they ſertled 
and confirmed in their fidelity and'allegeance, that his Highneſs doth nor 
ſtand in need of anotherGuard to guard them.as thisImpoſtor pretetideth:
